corner of the state in the Klamath 
Mountains. We typically encountered 
the plant under high canopy Douglas- 
fir (Pseudotsuga menziesii) forests, and 
occasionally in madrone (Arbutus men- 
ziesii) dominated forests. Common as- 
sociated woody understory species were 
hazelnut (Corylus cornuta vat. califor- 
nica), oceanspray (Holodiscus discolor), 
Pacific dogwood (Cornus nuttallii) 

and poison oak (Toxicodendron diver- 
silobum). The forest floor was shady 
with dappled sunlight and generally 
consisted of forbs such as trillium (7ri/- 
lium ovatum), pathfinder (Adenocaulon 
bicolor), false Solomon’s-seal (Maian- 
themum racemosum), and vanilla leaf 
(Achlys californica). 

In May of 2008 and 2009, IAE 
surveyed 44 populations of clustered 
lady’s slipper in the Medford District 
of the Bureau of Land Management. 

In 2010, we surveyed 20 additional 
sites, including some that were on the 
Rogue-Siskiyou National Forest. Popu- 
lations were randomly selected from all 
known populations. These populations 
had last been surveyed 1 and 27 years 
ago. One of the greatest challenges was 
locating the populations. Most did not 


have GPS coordinates and proved diffi- 
cult to find, especially in the older sites 
with small population sizes and vague 
directions. For example, 

Stop your vehicle where the road 
begins to bend to the West. Enter the for- 
est and walk down hill for 800 ft. There 
is a large Douglas-fir tree in the middle 
of a game trail. Continue downhill to 
a madrone tree with a red ribbon. The 
population is on a northern facing slope, 
near the drainage, with an aspect of 62 
degrees. 

To find the sites, we focused on de- 
tails of the terrain such as slope, aspect, 
and associated plants. Some of the 
more recent sites had identifiable flag- 
ging to mark the location. However, 
the flagging on older sites had dete- 
riorated and was often not present. In 
these instances we thoroughly searched 
the locations that best matched the 
original site description and directions. 

While crawling beneath tree limbs 
and untangling ourselves from various 
shrubs, we continuously scanned the 
ground cover for characteristics of our 
target species. Clustered lady’s slipper 
has a conspicuously hairy stem and 
a pair of sessile opposite leaves. The 


flower is small (4.5 cm in length) with 
mottled red and greenish-yellow pet- 
als. The plant can grow to a maximum 
height of 20 cm, but in its vegetative 
form the 4-8 cm leaves tend to blend 
into the surrounding ground cover. 
Relative to the surrounding forest, the 
plant is small, fragile and when not in 
flower, easily mistaken for other forbs 
such as bead lily (Clintonia uniflora) 
and Hooker’s fairy bells (Prosartes 
hookeri). However, the hairy stems and 
more broadly elliptical leaves distin- 
guished it from other species. 

When we found populations of 
clustered lady’s slipper, we recorded the 
number of flowering and vegetative 
plants. We described the habitat of all 
locations we visited, even when we did 
not find a clustered lady’s slipper popu- 
lation. The data that we collected this 
summer will be added to data taken 
at other sites in previous years to in- 
crease the robustness of the PVA. Based 
on the 2008 and 2009 surveys of 44 
populations the PVA indicated that the 
probability of extinction increased as 
time since the site was last monitored 
increased. Also, small populations were 
significantly more likely to go extinct 
than large populations. The majority 
of clustered lady’s slipper populations 
are small and have not been revisited 
since initial discover, suggesting that 
there may by many fewer populations 
than the total number that have been 
recorded. 

Searching for wild populations 
of clustered lady’s slipper was a lot of 
fun as it was a unique opportunity to 
conduct rare plant research in remote 
wilderness. Through projects such as 
this, our internship at IAE has allowed 
us to better understand the theoretical 
importance and practical application of 
conservation biology research. Grateful 
for this experience, we are all eager to 
continue to apply ourselves in the fields 
of botany and ecology.

It is a 
great advance toward the completion of the new Flora of Oregon!

available to do something truly mean- 
ingful. Molly Grothaus, an early garden 
supporter and noted horticulturist her- 
self, had an original idea: use seed bank 
techniques developed for crop plants to 
conserve seeds of rare and endangered 
species.

Field Guide to the Rare Plants of Washington 


Book Review by: Dave Dobak 


Field Guide to the Rare Plants of 
Washington 

Edited by Pamela Camp & John 
G. Gamon. University of Washington 
Press 2011. ISBN 978-0-295-99092-7. 
Paperback; 408 pages, 600 color pic- 
tures, 350 drawings, 350 maps. 
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his is an impressive and handsome 

book, describing 317 species of 
rare plants of the state of Washington, 
with distribution maps, line drawings, 
and photographs of plants and habitats. 
The species descriptions are “evolved 
from” material published as “two-pag- 
ers’ on the Washington Department 
of Natural Resources website http:// 
www 1.dnr.wa.gov/nhp/refdesk/fguide/ 
htm/fsfgabc.htm . As a consequence, a 
potential buyer might visit that website 
for an opportunity to “look inside this 
book”. There are many more pictures 
in this book than on the website. 

These treatments have been avail- 
able for quite some time now, so there 
has been ample opportunity for correc- 
tions to be included; I will not attempt 
to critique the accuracy of the material. 
Particularly useful are the Identification 
Tips that can be used to distinguish 
this species from similar species. Older 
synonyms are included for recently 
changed plant names. 

The only error that has jumped out 
at reviewers so far regards the omission 
of a key to the map symbols. Co-editor 
Gamon has provided the missing text, 
and I pass it along here to serve as an 
errata sheet. “Open circles represent 
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either (1) historically reported occur- 
rences (mostly herbarium records) that 
have not been confirmed since the 
Washington Natural Heritage Program 
was created (in 1977) or (2) docu- 
mented occurrences for which we have 
solid evidence that the population no 
longer exists at that location (e.g., loca- 
tions that are now totally converted to 
urban or residential land uses, or that 
have been inundated as a result of dam 
construction, etc.). Black dots represent 
species occurrences that have been con- 
firmed between 1977 and today (with 
the caveat that if our most recent in- 
formation indicates that the species has 
been extirpated, we would represent it 
by an open circle).” 

Writing as an Oregonian for an 
Oregon audience, however, I must 
point out the choice of species in- 
cluded. They are specifically the plants 
in the categories Endangered, Threat- 
ened, Sensitive, and Possibly Extinct or 
Extirpated on the Washington Natural 
Heritage Program's list of plants of con- 
servation concern. This is very different 
from the concept that a recreational 
botanist, especially a visitor from out of 
state, might think of when seeing the 
term “Rare Plants” in a book title. 

Anyone who buys this book think- 
ing it will help him identify Viola flettii 
and Campanula piperi during a visit to 
Olympic National Park, or Hulsea nana 
and Collomia larsenii during a visit to 
the screes above Hellroaring Overlook 
on Mt. Adams, will be disappointed. 
None of those plants, which certainly 
meet most recreational botanists’ con- 
cept of “rare”, is included. The threat 
levels which plants face are determined 
by many factors. A plant which would 
otherwise merit a “Threatened” desig- 
nation might receive only a “Watch” 
rating simply because it is situated 
inside a National Park, where many 
protections are already in place. And 
thus, the plant would not have a place 
in this book. 

Not to revive the debate over clas- 
sifying plant endangerment based on 
political boundaries, but I observe that, 
for example, Eriogonum maculatum is 


included, based on one collection from 
1884. Its rank is “G5/SX”. The plant is 
all over the intermountain west and has 
the lowest possible endangerment rat- 
ing Globally, but is presumed extinct in 
Washington. ‘There are many “G5/S1” 
or “G4/S2” plants in the book, some 
of them based on few or even a single 
specimen or observation from right on 
the border of Washington -- and there 
are healthy masses of it just over the 
border and for hundreds (thousands) of 
miles beyond. 

How useful might this book be 
in Oregon? Consider the case of Pen- 
stemon deustus vat. variabilis, which 
is included because the edge of its 
range includes a few sites in Washing- 
ton’s Klickitat County. It is abundant 
across a broad swath of northeastern 
Oregon. In Oregon's Union County, 
three varieties have been collected in 
close proximity. This book’s treatment 
points out the differences between var. 
variabilis and var. deustus, but does not 
distinguish var. pedicellatus (and if you 
made a new find of one of these other 
varieties just across the border in Co- 
lumbia, Garfield, or Asotin Counties, 
you might be stumped). 

The book is certainly an aid for 
serious botanists and photographers, 
as well as rare plant monitors and land 
managers, who regularly venture into 
Washington's wild places. But never- 
theless this is a book driven by a tightly 
defined process with specific goals in 
mind. It is narrowly targeted.

Kierstead (Nelson) was the first cura- 
tor. By seeking advice on technical 
matters from two of the premier seed 
banks in the world, and choosing to 
work closely with state and federal land 
management agencies, Julie laid the 
foundation on which the seed bank has 
flourished. A short time later the Berry 
Botanic Garden became a founding 
member of the Center for Plant Con- 
servation, a national network dedicated 
to using off site collections as a means 
of conserving and restoring America’s 
most vulnerable native plants. 

The seed bank has grown consider- 
ably, not only in the number of species 
collected but also in the technical abil- 
ity to store seeds safely for long periods 
of time. The nationwide professional 
community provided by the Center 
for Plant Conservation enabled the 
BBG Seed Bank to become a globally 
recognized leader in the field of ex situ, 
or off site plant conservation. The seed 
bank currently has over 3.3 million 
seeds of more than 18,000 separate col- 
lections of over 350 of the region’s rar- 
est and most endangered plants. Seed 
banks are a means to an end: support- 
ing species survival in the wild. The 


Berry Seed bank has either supplied 
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Lillium occidentale flower 


seed for or has been directly involved 
in reintroduction projects involving 
almost a dozen species, including the 
endangered Stephanomeria malheurensis 
and Lilium occidentale. 

Even as the seed bank and 
conservation program continued to 
grow, the garden’s overall financial 
health had been in a slow decline 
for many years, suffering a crippling 
blow with the economic downturn of 
2008. By 2009 it became clear that the 
botanic garden could not survive eco- 
nomically, and the decision was made 
to move the conservation program to 
“higher ground”. 


Following months of exploration,

the board of directors and representa- 
tives of Portland State University, ar- 
rived at a mutually beneficial plan to 
move the Conservation Program and 
Seed Bank to PSU’s Department of En- 
vironmental Science and Management. 
New opportunities for serving the 
conservation community of the North- 
west lie ahead: for starters, we will have 
greatly expanded seed banking capacity, 
and solid institutional support for con- 
tinuing our part in the larger effort. 
Finally, because the Rae Selling 
Berry Garden and House was placed 
on the National Register of Historic 
Places in 2002, the property cannot 
be subdivided and the house will not 
be demolished. Thus, the character of 
what Mrs. Berry created will survive 
the change in ownership, and the con- 
servation function will be healthier 
than ever: a bittersweet outcome if ever 
there was one.

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STOP the Planting of Giant Cane 
(Arundo donax) in Oregon!

A our quarterly meeting Saturday, January 22, 2011, the NPSO state board 
unanimously voted to oppose the use of giant cane (Arundo donax) as a bio- 
mass fuel source for the Boardman coal-fired facility. Furthermore, as part of this 
resolution, we insisted that this species be listed as a noxious weed by the Oregon 
Department of Agriculture (ODA). My intent here is to inform you of our resolu- 
tion, and to alert you to our plans to vigorously pursue this matter at the legislative 
level. More information is forthcoming. 

About a year ago, long time member, John Christy, made a presentation to the 
NPSO board at the quarterly meeting in Eugene alerting us to Portland General 
Electric's plans to use giant cane as a biomass fuel source at their coal-fired facil- 
ity near Boardman, Oregon. We all agreed this was something to keep our eyes 
on. Basically, we could not believe ODA would allow this plan to proceed. We 
were wrong. 

ODA's track record is questionable when it comes to allowing the commercial 
use of ecology-altering invasive species. One just has to look at the case where yel- 
lowtuft (Alyssum murale and A. corsicum) was planted in the Illinois Valley Airport 
south of Cave Junction, Oregon, with the commercial purpose of extracting nickel 
from the soil. The project failed, but yellowtuft escaped, becoming a prolific in- 
vader that now threatens sensitive serpentine habitats and native flora in the Rough 
and Ready Creek and Illinois River drainages. 

Here's what John Christy thinks about the whole thing: "Although I haven't 
seen ODA's revised risk assessment, the 2007 assessment indicated that because 
Arundo did not set seed in test plots, there was little threat of spread. To me, the 
real threat is vegetative spread by rhizome fragments, not by seed, and this hasn't 
gotten much traction with the agencies. Sooner or later pieces of rhizomes or stems 
will fall off farm machinery and trucks, or maybe get dumped in the wrong place, 
and there you have it. This likelihood increases with the number of acres planted 
and the number of growers involved.” 

Like John also said, "Unfortunately, our concerns ARE speculation for the 
simple reason that nobody knows what will happen until the time comes. However, 
there used to be something called common sense."

served at the Camp, but attendees may 
bring their own. Ice for coolers is not 
available at the camp. There are no 
TVs or telephones, cellphone coverage 
or internet. A satellite phone is avail- 
able for emergencies only. Smoking is 
not permitted at the Camp. Please do 
not bring any pets. 

Five straight-sided cabins (with 
propane heat) sleep up to 8 each, and 
five A-frame cabins (unheated) sleep 
up to 6 each. ‘The straight-sided cabins 
have been allocated for women, and 
the A-frame cabins have been allocated 
for men; there are no co-ed cabins. 
The Camp furnishes mattresses; guests 
furnish their own warm bedding and 
towels. Tent and RV space is available, 
but there are no RV hookups. The two 
bath houses -- showers with lots of hot 
water and flush toilets -- have recently 
been renovated. Pit toilets are available 
for use during the night when electric 
power and running water are not avail- 
able. Elevation is 5200 feet; nights will 
be cold! Electric power is provided by 
a local generator. Use of hairdryers 
should be minimized. Only a limited 
number of outlets are available; if you 
need to charge batteries, please bring 
a plug-strip to help share the available 
outlets with others. The generator will 
be off between 10pm and 6am daily, so 
bring a flashlight! 

Anyone planning to arrive on 
Friday should plan to be at Camp by 
9pm, to allow time to settle in before 
“lights out” at 10pm. Please allow 1 
hour driving time from John Day or 
Prairie City; 1-1/2 hours from Burns. 
‘The nearest campground with RV 
hookups is Clyde Holliday State Recre- 
ation Site 40 miles distant. Several Na- 
tional Forest campgrounds are located 
in the area, and dispersed camping is 
permitted on National Forest land. The 
Camp is available for check-in, registra- 
tion, and setting up tents and beds, be- 
ginning about 2pm Friday. Social hour 
begins about 5, with dinner served at 
6. After dinner, Paul Slichter will give 
a preview of the flora that we hope to 
see on Saturday’s field trips.

A Il field trips will leave from the 

ake Creek Camp parking area. 
Please arrive by 8:15 am. Leaders will 
not wait for latecomers. If all trip par- 
ticipants have arrived early, leaders of 
trips with longer drives may wish to 
leave before 8:30 am. All trips depart 
at 8:30 am with return by 4:30 pm. 
Carpooling is highly encouraged and 
it is suggested that passengers pay the 
driver an appropriate amount of money 
(depending on the drive's length) to 
help defray the cost of gasoline and the 
wear and tear the car might experience. 
Dress appropriately for weather and 
bring plenty of water, lunch, sunscreen 
and good shoes/boots. Logan Valley 
is a large, flat wetland, so it is handy 
to have footwear suitable for walking 
on wet ground. For driving times to 
trailheads, a general rule of thumb is to 
assume that the average driving speed 
is 30 mph, making the time to drive 
one way roughly equal to the round 
trip distance given for each trip.

Meeting time and 
place in John Day to be announced in 
early June. Additional Friday trips may 
be added if there is sufficient interest. 


Saturday Field Trips: 

1. Buckhorn Meadows Trail 
#205. Leader: Jennifer Barker. Mod- 
erate, 5.5 miles RT, 1000’ elev. gain 
(6-7000’). Climb through open, 
mixed species eastside forest to the al- 
pine zone at Wildcat Basin below the 
crest of the Strawberry Range. Expect 
to see Dicentra uniflora, Polemonium 
viscosum, Linanthus nuttallii, and many 
other species. Participants should be 
prepared to cross some snow on the 
trail. If the route is snow covered, an 
alternate area will be chosen. 36 mi 


drive RT. 

2. Baldy Mt. Leader: Ken Stella 
(USES ecologist). Moderate 1300’ 
elev. gain (6100-7400) on trails and 
cross country. Ken will discuss at- 
tempts to nominate this botanically 
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rich area as a Research Natural Area. 
Numerous serpentine endemic plants 
grow here, including Polystichum lem- 
monii, Polystichum scopulinum and the 
rare Cymopterus nivalis. Also expect 
Draba densifolia, Hayden's aster, Sedum 
roseum and many others! 82 mi RT. 


3. Sedges and grasses of Logan 
Valley. Leaders: Barb Wilson, Nick 
Otting, & Dick Brainerd (Carex Work- 
ing Group). Easy, 1 mile RT in diverse 
wetland and upland habitats. Collec- 
tion of sedges and grasses in the morn- 
ing to be followed by plant keying at 
nearby Lake Creek Camp. This field 
trip offers a painless way to learn sedges 
and grasses of the Blue Mountains. 
Bring dissecting scopes or hand lenses, 
the Flora of the Pacific Northwest, the 
Field Guide to the Sedges of the Pacific 
Northwest (if you have a copy), and 
footwear appropriate for wading in 
shallow wetlands. Group size will be 
limited to 20. 


4, 500 Lady's Slippers and Morn- 
ing Hill Forest Farm Pine Restora- 
tion. Leader: Lance Barker. Visit a 
solar-powered homestead with easy 
walking (less than 1/2 mile, very 
gentle) through typical east-side pon- 
derosa pine forest and mesic-to-dry 
meadow plants. Second-growth for- 
est is managed to produce old-growth 
characteristics, care for native plants, 
and enhance wildlife habitat. Chance 
of seeing Northern Goshawk fledg- 
lings. After Morning Hill, drive to the 
"500 Lady's-slippers" area and "Burma 
Road" with great ridgetop views and 
many wildflowers. 60 mi drive RT 


5. Point & Shoot Wildflowers. 
Leader: Mark Turner. Spend a day in 
the field learning how to take advan- 
tage of the strengths, and avoid the 
weaknesses, of the camera in your 
pocket. We'll work on photo tech- 
niques for individual plants and their 
habitats. The exact location will be 
chosen by what's blooming, potentially 
a location in Logan Valley near Lake 
Creek Camp so we spend most of our 
time photographing and not traveling 
or hiking. Bring your pocket digital 


camera, spare batteries and memory 
cards. Mark is photographer and co- 
author of Wildflowers of the Pacific 
Northwest. 


6. Riley Creek & Riley Mt. 
Leader: Gene Yates (USFS Botanist). 
Moderate 6-7 miles RT, 1200’ eleva- 
tion gain (4500-5700’). Located in 
the eastern Aldrich Mts., the trail fol- 
lows Riley Creek through a variety of 
habitats including several forest types, 
meadows, big sagebrush and subalpine. 
Expect lovely Allium campanulatum, 
Luina serpentina, Stenotus acaulis, Arte- 
misia arbuscula, several Eriogonum sp. 
and many other early summer wild- 
flowers. Optional cross country ramble 
higher on mountain depending on par- 
ticipant desires. 70 mi drive RT. 


7. Malheur Forest Bryophytes. 
Leader: Rob Smith (USFS botanist, 
Malheur NF). Visit diverse fen wet- 
lands east of the Silvies Valley in search 
of bryophytes and other non-vascular 
plants. Expect bryophytes such as: 
Drepanocladus sp. and two rare mosses: 
Helodium blandowii and Tomentypnum 
nitens, as well as numerous vascular 
species: sedges, bog birch (Betula glan- 
dulosa), willows, etc. Bring footwear 
appropriate for some wet hiking. Site/s 
to be determined later to provide best 
bang for the buck. This will be an ex- 
cellent opportunity to begin learning 
about the mosses and other non-vascu- 
lar plants of the southern Blue Moun- 
tains. About a 45 mile drive RT. 


8. Wildflowers of Forest, Prairie 
and Wetlands. Leader: Joe Rausch 
(USFS botanist). Easy, off-trail hikes to 
3 miles. Joe is the lead botanist for the 
Malheur National Forest and knows 
the area south of the Strawberry Range 
very well. He will lead a trip to view 
wildflowers found in the dry and wet 
prairies, and wetlands that are found 
south of Logan Valley and near the 
Malheur River. Joe will survey the area 
for the best wildflowers prior to the 
Annual Meeting. The elevation will be 
a bit lower so there may be slightly dif- 
ferent flora in bloom compared to the 
other trips. About a 20-30 mi drive RT- 
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9. Antelope Mt. Lookout. Leader: 
Paul Slichter. Easy, up to 3 miles RT, 
elev. gain 600’. Hike through open 
forest and rocky meadows to a scenic 
viewpoint with abundant wildflowers. 
Expect Lewisia rediviva, Phoenicaulis 
cheiranthoides, Frasera albicaulis v. 
cusickii, Linanthus pungens, Agastache 


urticifolia and Castilleja applegatei.

1) Scholarships are available to students 
in Oregon colleges, planning their 
major study in plant systematics or 


plant ecology. 


2) Scholarships are awarded in the 
amount of $1000 to worthy students 
who will complete at least two years of 
satisfactory college work by July 1 of 
the year of receipt of application and 
are full time students. Graduate stu- 
dents may be eligible if they meet all 
qualifications except that of full time 
student. 


3) Awards are made in the following 
manner: 

a) A certificate is presented to the 
recipient. 

b) A check in the amount of the 
award is submitted to the school of 
choice, as set forth in rule 1, to be used 
toward tuition within the following 
academic year. 


4) If an award recipient fails to enroll, 
changes his or her major, or leaves the 
school before completing the period for 
which the award was granted, the full 
amount or unused part of the money 
shall be returned to the Memorial 
Scholarship Fund. 


5) Applicants are required to submit: 

a) In their own words, a statement 
of academic and career intent. 

b) Two letters of reference from 
persons able to judge the student’s abil- 
ity to successfully complete study in 
the area of plant systematics or plant 
ecology. 

c) Full academic record 
(transcript). 


6) The Scholarship Committee Chair 
must receive all applications, together 
with items listed in rule 5, no later than 
June 1. The award will be made by July

Oregon Department of Transportation: Adopt-A-Highway 


and Weeds 


ouve heard of Adopt-A-Highway for cleaning up litter. Now the Oregon Department of 


Transportation is inviting volunteers to help remove noxious weeds. A volunteer organization 


or neighborhood can choose litter, weeds, or both. A sign will be provided for weed volunteers to 


recognize their efforts and also to encourage others to help out. 


ODOT’s new program is the result of HB2424 which was passed in the Oregon House in 
2009. It was subsequently passed in the Senate and was signed into law. Roadway shoulders are 
noxious weed highways. Once transported, they can outcompete native plants destroying habitat 
for many animals. Once spread, they are harder to eradicate and may require herbicides. Un- 
fortunately, ODOT does not have the means to adequately control listed weeds or to spot and 
eradicate new invaders before they become established. Volunteers can help control the spread of 
noxious plants by repeated manual removal or clipping of weed seed heads and be additional eyes 
on the ground to report new infestations.

chronicles, has been compiled by Ruth 
M. Hansen, first president of the State 
Society, from her own files and those 
maintained by Rhoda Lewis as NPSO 
archivist. This material, on file for ref- 
erence, has been condensed by Louise 
Godfrey for publication.” There is a 
hand-written note in pencil, “NPSO 
Bulletin June 1986”. 

Godfrey goes on to say, “Ruth 
Hansen, who surely deserves the title 
of founder for the State Society, was 
named its first president at the first 
annual dinner, May 15, 1977, in Port- 
land.” Following presidents were Frank 
Lang, David Wagner, Rhoda Love, and 
Herm Fitz. So what type of society did 
these pioneers preside over? 

Our core principles have remained 
consistent since the outset. If you 
look at our Bulletin’s masthead, you 
will see we are still “Dedicated to the 
enjoyment, conservation, and study of 
Oregon’s native plants and habitats.” 
In that first article cited by Godrey and 
Igo, Godfrey writes, “Leonard Wiley, 
amateur naturalist and writer, in is- 
suing that summons said the purpose 
was “to disseminate knowledge of wild 
flowers, their distribution, ecology, cul- 
ture, and other subjects’.” 

Godfrey said of our founders, 
“They were also alert to protect plants” 
An Oregonian item in November 1961 
noted “that the Society might police 
state parks and similar areas to prevent 
digging and vandalism of plants (no 
record that the patrols ever took place, 
however). Godfrey also recalls “State 
officers and directors meet often. A 
typical session may determine a posi- 
tion to be taken at various hearings, 
direct attention to threatened habitats, 
or a commercial activity that may be 
harming a species or authorize funds 
to aid specific projects.” For example, 
“the goal of state legislation to protect 
endangered plants has been pursued 
since 1978 by several chairmen, cur- 
rently Esther McEvoy with her sights 
set on 1987.” We won that struggle, 
thanks to Esther’s hard work at the 
legislature with the support of many of 
our members. 

Conservation was a closely held 
value from the outset, one that echoes 
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throughout our history. Godfrey re- 
counts, “When it comes to dealing 
with agencies, however, there is no bet- 
ter example of NPSO’s style than the 
rescue of Lomatium bradshawii from 
the lawn mowers at Amazon Park in 
Eugene. Rhoda Love made sure the 
park crew didn’t cut that field until the 
seed could be harvested for the endan- 
gered plant seed bank at Berry Botanic 
Garden.” 

Today, Rhoda is not only a current 
state board member, but a key member 
of the Bulletin Team. As Louise God- 
frey said, “Lifeblood of NPSO is its 
Bulletin, grown from the single page of 
1967 to the well-designed book fold 
issues.” 

We are a supportive society and 
have given financial assistance to many 
graduate students. Per Godfrey, in 
1982, “The Jean Davis Scholarship 
Fund established by family and friends 
as a memorial to a member of Willa- 
mette Valley Chapter, provides annu- 
ally $1,000 toward tuition of a student 
in plant systematics or plant ecology 
at an Oregon college.” Dan Luoma, 
Budgets and Grants Committee chair, 
carries on that work to this day. 

We also publish scholarly articles 
and “occasional papers”. Long-time 
active NPSO members like Russ Joley, 
David Wagner, Herm Fritz, Rhoda 
Love, John Christy, Vern Martalla, and 
a host of others have enriched our un- 
derstanding through many fine works. 

There is much, much more to 
share. I think it would be great fun to 
do an oral history project! I hope any 
of you with more information will con- 
tact me. I want to be sure we capture as 
much of our history as much as we can. 

In closing, I cite Louise Godfrey, 
circa 1986, and dedicate this article to 
her, as well as our founders. “So what 
is NPSO like, 25 years old and still 
growing? Its membership of over 600 
is still the mix of amateurs, both expert 
and elementary, and professionals. It’s a 
yeasty mix, when they get together on 
field trips and at well-attended annual 
meetings. Education and conservation 
do go hand in hand as the purposes of 
Native Plant Society of Oregon and 
its energetic membership heading into 
another quarter century.”

A a young biologist-botanist- 
ecologist-photographer-idealist- 
nature lover in the 1960’s, I wanted to 
find educational ways to save nature 
— particularly all of the plants that 
were becoming scarce and progressing 
toward extinction. I worked hard to 
learn the names and locations of plants 
in my area that were being threatened. 
I would rush out to find them and 
photograph them, and then I would 
present their photos and stories in slide 
shows and lectures, hoping that others 
would take up the challenge to save 
species. Many threatened plants are 
beautiful and unusual, so it wasn't hard 
to get people stirred up about “The 
Cause.” Stirring people up is one thing,

but getting people to take action is 
quite another. 

I faced several challenges with my 
approach to saving plants. ‘The first was 
that there were so many species being 
added to the sensitive plants list that it 
became overwhelming to learn about 
and photograph all of them, given that 
I had young children, I was developing 
a career and didn’t have much money 
or as much time as I wanted to spend 
on the project, even though it seemed 
like my calling. Another problem was 
that the scientific community and 
those in charge of monitoring and 
protecting those species were becom- 
ing more tight-lipped about advertising 
the locations of sensitive plants and 


the added restrictions to their access. 

It didn’t matter that I wasn’t giving out 
the locations. But the biggest problem 
I faced was with my audiences: they 
wanted to know how we should go 
about saving the species. In those days, 
the pat answer was simple: preserve the 
habitats. While being respectful of sci- 
ence, they really didn’t like that answer 
because they could see that we are a 
consumer society and that preserving 
large parcels of land was an overwhelm- 
ing and ultimately unrealistic strategy 
— especially in light of the ever-grow- 
ing number of plants being added to 
the list.

While a few people still label me as 


an idealist or romanticist because I am 
still working to preserve species (one of 
those 60’s flower children, you know), 
my attitude about species preservation 
has changed tremendously as a conse- 
quence of thinking about plants while 
hiking extensively through a very large 
number of habitats. What follows are 

a few stories that have provided en- 
lightenment about species preservation. 
Keep in mind that preservation with or 
without human intervention ultimately 
requires reproduction. 

As a young photographer, I was 
attracted to beautiful plants. When in 
graduate school with Jim Hickman at 
the U/O, who ultimately updated The 


Jepson Manual, Jim recommended

that I visit Iron Mountain early in the 
season to see glacier lilies (Erythronium 
grandiflorum) and other beautiful 
plants, although he told me there were 
not many. He had been listing all of 
the species he had identified on over 
40 peaks in the Western Cascades, and 
he said there wasn’t anywhere I could 
go to see fields of glacier lilies or some 
of the other species I wanted to photo- 
graph. I eventually got to Iron Moun- 
tain and photographed the glacier lilies. 
I was impressed by their beauty, but 
worried about their small numbers. As 
I got established in my career at LBCC 
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Leucocrinum montanum 


Iron Mountain was a bear. 

Dave MacManiman, who spent 
much of his life in eastern Oregon, 
knew of my interest in plant photog- 
raphy. He suggested that I go out into 
the desert and photograph sand lilies 
(Leucocrinum montanum) — he would 
even take me one May. We spent four 
days roaming all over the land from 
Bend to Burns, south to Fields and 
west through the antelope refuge. Ev- 
erywhere we looked we only found a 
small plant here and there with one or 
two flowers — not the luxu- 
riant crowns that Dave 
had remembered.

better travelers and hikers, our family 
began to explore more distant places. 
One of those was Glacier National 
Park. We hiked through many miles of 
alpine meadows abloom with glacier 
lilies — pure stands of them. What a 
contrast to Iron Mountain. What did 
Glacier National Park have that Iron 
Mountain didn’t.

sand lilies. Bulbs had been kicked up 
all over the place. Mercy, what carnage, 
what elegance — what a contradiction. 

A biologist in Albany, Don Brash, 
who had grown up in Toledo, told me 
many years ago that he knew where 
there were a few pink erythroniums 
(Erythronium revolutum) in the for- 
est on Pioneer Mountain, and that I 
should photograph them before that 
piece of forest was logged, which was 
to happen the following year. We went 
over in April and spent a day crawling 
around under the trees. We managed to 
find several plants. One was in bloom. 
I felt so fortunate to photograph it 
before it was obliterated during the 
logging process. Logging did take place 
the following year. The year after that, I 
stopped by to see what had happened. 
Lo and behold, pink erythroniums 
were all over the landscape. Where had 
they come from? Had they been there 
all along, waiting for their chance in 
the sun? 

Several years ago, there was a call 
put out by NPSO friends to be on the 
lookout for the giant trillium, Trillium 
chloropetalum. | found a few plants 
here and there, where they had been 
sheltered in open woodland areas. 
Where did I find the most? Where 
cows had been tromping around in a 
small oak grove just south of LBCC. 

My list of experiences like the 
above goes on and on. ‘They all have 
something in common: disturbance 
and the ability to reproduce because 
of the disturbance. The plants all have 
bulblets as well. Bulblets are truly use- 
ful reproductive propagules, but they 
need to be cast about to be effective. 
After the B&B Fire that occurred at 
the top of the Santiam Pass in 2003, I 
began regular treks through the burn. 
Lilies of several species were popping 
up in places I had not seen them be- 
fore. | am not surprised now. 

So what about the little Botrychium 
montanum fern that USFS botanist 
Alice Smith pointed out to me ina 
tiny population deep in the shadows of 
towering cedars? They are growing in 
a tiny swale in soil that contains much 
carbon. Is their salvation a forest fire? 

So now I am on the opposite side 
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of my 1960’s stance. While I’m still 
working to preserve plant species, it is 
not by recommending that we identify, 
isolate and prevent disturbances to the 
habitats of sensitive plants. Rather, 
I believe we need to understand the 
long-term cycles of nature that cause 
all plant species to expand and contract 
over time, and to better understand 
how we can be on the wrong side of 
the solutions to the problems we may 
be creating for ourselves. 

In the end, pragmatism may be 
more elegant than romanticism. | 


enjoyed the 60’s. I really did. It gave 
me a love of nature and a desire to 
preserve life, and these are core to my 
beliefs. Now I see that everything 

is an asset and a liability simultane- 
ously. That applies to myself, my wife, 
my car, water, fire, the sun. We have 
known that kids tearing up the desert 
are a liability, but have we seen them 
as an asset? My future is getting messy. 
Philosophy has a way of doing that. 
Save the plants! — and PEACE, of 
course.

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Kalmiopsis leachiana: Survival in a land of extremes

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Wi the end of my middle school 
teaching responsibilities in 

site, my calcifuge tendencies had me 
running to the hills. Ever since our 
winter trip to Hawaii in 2009 I have 
been pondering the Ericaceae fam- 

ily, gaining a new found love for this 
diverse group of plants. I also knew 
that they, like me, had a propensity 

to ‘flee from chalk’ so to speak. Eri- 
caceous plants generally prefer, if not 
acidic soil, a harsh medium on which 
to grow. Could this familial disposi- 
tion—to thrive in the presence of harsh 
soil—be due to the extant members 

of this tribe having evolved from a 
common ancestor? I thought I must 
visit one of the oldest members of the

family and get to know where they 
grew and what they knew or could 
share. Though I have been planning 
to visit the Kalmiopsis for many years, 
I had failed to yet make the trek into 
this remote country. With snow linger- 
ing this spring, keeping me from my 
typical high Siskiyou destinations, the 
time was right for Oregon's second 
largest wilderness. The lower elevation 
wilderness is so named after a rel- 

ict plant Lilla and John Leach discov- 
ered here in 1930. 

Eighty years ago to the month 
these Oregon botanists were walking 
in the mountains west of Cave Junc- 
tion when Lilla hesitated while gazing 
at a red patch of flowers, she got down 


on her knees and exclaimed “I have 
never seen anything like it before! Isn't 
it beautiful? I believe it is new.” Her 
first impressions of the plant led her to 
conclude it might be a new form of 
pale laurel (Kalmia polifolia). The col- 
lection was first sent to LF Henderson, 
who worked on it for some time and 
tried to put in the genus Rhododendron. 
However, the plant was also sent to Al- 
fred Rehder of the Arnold Arboretum 
who placed it in a new genus Kalmiop- 
sis due to its resemblance of members 
in the genus Ka/mia—the greek root 
“-opsis” meaning “seeing, like, sight, 
appearance”. The specific epithet /ea- 
chiana was aptly named after Lilla and 
John Leach. The two spent the fol- 
lowing years searching for other loca- 
tions throughout the rugged Siskiyou 
Mountains where the plant might be. 
Ultimately, a total of 20 individual lo- 
cals have been identified—all of which

are protected within the Kalmiopsis 
Wilderness. 

I chose a different corner of the 
wilderness to explore for my first 
trip than did Lilla and John. At the 
end of a long and winding drive 
from Brookings, Oregon the Vulcan 
Lake trailhead materialized in the 
mist. Through light rain and heavy fog 
my dog Skylar and I departed into the 
unknown, following the Johnson Butte 
trail to Dry Butte and Salamander 
Lake. This trail is along a rocky spine 
that is circumvented by the serpent- 
like Chetco River—whose headwaters 
are filtered by the refined relict I was 
searching for. The trail ultimately leads 
a hiker to the most extensive habitat 
this rare species has secured—once 
on the ridge near Dry Butte Kalmiop- 
sis leachiana occurs over several square 
miles. 

Upon entering this realm, it 
seemed I had traveled back in time. 
When the Tertiary forests dominated 
the northern landmasses of Earth—be- 
ginning around 60 million years ago— 
gymnosperms were in decline and 
angiosperms were evolving rapidly. Vast 
forests of magnolia, beech, chestnut, 
elm, alder, birch, aspen, sequoia, and 
ginkgo shared a common canopy. As 
the climate cooled these forests became 
restricted to regions where temperate 
conditions remained—places like the 
southern Appalachians, the mountains 


of eastern China, and the Klamath 
Mountains. Today, the Klamath Moun- 
tains still hold relicts from that time in 
the form of Brewer spruce, California 
pitcher plant, redwood, and one of the 
most restricted and rare plants in the 
world—Kalmiopsis leachiana. The spe- 
cies that were able to find these refugia 
and discover success over millennia of 
climatic changes, have an ancient stock 
of genetic codes—a library with a re- 
fined message. 

The Kalmiopsis Wilderness is a 
crossroads. Rainy season storms can 
nourish the land with nearly 250cm 
of precipitation each year but this rain 
appears to have fallen in a virtual des- 
ert if one visits the in summer. Why is 
this? Because of the harsh soil derived 
from ancient ultramafic rocks—high 
in iron and magnesium. These ophio- 
lites are known locally as serpentine 
outcrops and the heavy metals they 
contain are restrictive to plant growth. 
The rich soils of the coast foster the 
tallest trees in the world with 250cm 
of rain but the harsh soils of the Klam- 
ath Mountains foster diminutive spe- 
cies with almost the same annual rain- 
fall just inland and upslope. Serpentine 
is not only restrictive to plant growth it 
is also porous—so plants must be adept 
at water storage or retention to survive 
here. With heavy rain comes erosion 
and the Kalmiopsis Wilderness typifies 
the big shouldered canyons common 
throughout the Klamath Mountains, 
sculpted by downpours. Here, along

Johnson Butte trail, the Chetco River 
is cut from serpentine origins and spills 
toward the ocean, thousands of feet 
below. Where I stand is the chosen out- 
post—over millions of years—for one 
of the oldest (if not the oldest) mem- 
bers of the Ericaceae family. 

This landscape is not only sculpted 
by precipitation and geological char- 
acter but by fire as well. The greatest 
fire in Oregon’s modern history swept 
through the southwest corner of the 
state in 2002. Named the Biscuit Fire, 
it burned nearly 500,000 acres across 
a landscape that receives significant 
rainfall but one which is also exposed 
to extreme summer heat. The porous 
nature of the soil compounds the dry- 
ing and in the summer of 2002, after 
a dry winter, the forest was ripe for 
burn. The small amount of intact for- 
est which survived the burn—whether 
it was luck or slope or a combina- 
tion—is not composed of large and/ 
or old tree specimens. This evidence 
suggests to me that frequent fire is a 
common and complex component 
of this ecosystem—and has been 
for several thousand years. This di- 
versity is compounded by these harsh 
extremes—wet and dry, cold and hot, 
serpentines, fire or not. All of these 
conditions create a proliferation of 
microsites for deep time evolution—a 
refined and diverse genetic code is writ- 
ten here. 

Conifer saplings are flourishing, 
shrubs are returning, and Kalmiopsis

leachiana—which many feared may 
disappear due to the fire—may be 
expanding its range. At a minimum 

it is burgeoning where fire occurred. 
Diverse plant growth is re-establishing 
complex vegetation types that, to my 
amateur botanist eyes, were often 

so complex as to be confusing. In and 
around the Salamander Lake/Dry Butte 
area I saw associations I had never seen 
before. For instance, Brewer spruce

madrone (Arbutus menziesii) and salal 
(Gaultheria shallon)—where coastal 
meets mountains. The most confound- 
ing message sent by this diversity is 
that it exists because of, rather than in 
spite of, the harsh conditions fostered 
here—intuitively it would seem that 
the extremes would inhibit diversity. 
However, this is an ancient meeting 
ground. 

As the fog rolled in, I spent my 
last few moments in the wilderness 
with my new favorite relict—enough 
time for it to share itself and its land- 
scape one last time before my return. 

I realized Kalmiopsis leachiana is a 
keystone member of this dynamically 
primal landscape and clearly of ancient 
stock. It has shared—over millions 

of years of deep time evolution—its

primordial genetic code. My wife 
taught me that Kalmiopsis leachiana ex- 
hibits numerous characteristics that 
generalize the Ericaceae family. For 
example, the petals are fused, it has a 
woody stem, leaves are leathery, simple, 
and oval with entire margins, and they 
thrive on harsh soils. Kalmiopsis has 
surely shared these characteristics 

with other Ericaceous plants over 

time. We find many uses for it prog- 
eny, a heritage which includes food 
sources (think blueberry pie!) and de- 
lightful landscaping companions (think 
rhododendrons). Clearly, we are all 
quite familiar with this family. In that 
way Kalmiopsis leachiana—a purveyor 
and steward—is a part of us all.

e different conifer characteristics in a field of whit 
headed wyethia, Wyethia helianthoides 


his many seasons of observations and 
recording the fauna and flora. Not only 
did he pick perfect sites, but he had 
detailed knowledge about blooming 
times, the pollinators and herbivores, 
and other ecological interactions spe- 
cific to the places we visited. 

Our initial stops, before Antelope 
Mt trail, were show-stopping. First, on 
the valley floor an expanse of blooming 
white headed wyethia, Wyethia helian- 
thoides, with a back drop of a conifer 
hillside that included the fresh foliage 


of Larch, Larix occidentalis. The next 
stop was along a flowing stream to view 
the tall spikes of purple-pink Elephant 
Heads, Pedicularis groenlandica. 

Onto the trail. It didn’t take long 
for this group to find a population of 
the diminutive spotted missionbells,

A Pictorial and Technical Guide to the Rare and Sensitive 
Lichen and Bryophyte Species of the Willamette National

S easonal botany technicians have 
time on their hands aplenty in the 
winter. Some of us strap on backpacks 
and explore foreign countries, or seek 
work in southern climes, or simply 
find other jobs around town till the 
plants come out again. Lin Kyan and 

I, seasonal vegetation technicians for 
the Middle Fork of the Willamette Na- 
tional Forest, eschewed these options in 
favor of hours of reading and typing, to 
compile a guide to the sensitive lichens, 
mosses, and liverworts in the Willa- 
mette National Forest. 

Our goal was two-fold: one, to 
learn about these species by writing 
about them, and two, to create a re- 
source for ourselves to use during the 
field season to help with their location 
and identification. The result: “A Picto- 
rial and Technical Guide to the Rare 
and Sensitive Lichen and Bryophyte 
Species of the Willamette National 
Forest,” an electronic document, 82 
pages long, including references. At the 
time of writing, it included a one page 
description and photos of almost every 


non-vascular plant species and lichen 
that had been documented or was 
suspected in the Willamette National 
Forest in the Region 6 Ranger's Watch 
List for 2011. 

The document is, in large part, a 
collection and summary of all the ap- 
plicable species descriptions provided 
by the Interagency Special Status Sensi- 
tive Species Program (ISSSSP) website. 
And thus the guide is based on the in- 
credible botanical work of Drs. David 
Wagner, Daphne Stone, Judith Harpel, 
John Christy, Bruce McCune, and nu- 
merous others. Additional sources used 
extensively included books and keys 
by Norris and Schevock, Malcom and 
Malcom, and Elva Lawton. Our guide 
through the process was Gail Baker, in- 
structor at Lane Community College, 
who has helped many a budding bota- 
nist find their way in our community 
of Eugene, Oregon. 

Our target audience is small. We 
don't intend it for the public, more 
so for technicians like ourselves, land 
managers, contractors, and, of course, 
devoted moss and lichen lovers and 
explorers. It's only available as an 
electronic document, upon request, 


and it only covers the 
Willamette National 
Forest. The idea was 
to create an informal /@ OF 
document that follows |B 

the changes of the Re- “Si 

gional Forester’s Sensi- 

tive Species List. Now that the bulk of 
the descriptions are already written, the 
guide can be maintained year-to-year 

as a living document, with minimal 
effort, by adding and removing just 

a few species each season. Additional 
species descriptions are already needed, 
commensurate with the recent renewed 
concern with Survey and Manage spe- 
cies for our region. 

We hope that local photographers 
will replace the numerous European 
and Asian photos which were gracious- 
ly provided to us with images taken 
here in the Pacific Northwest. We are 
looking for knowledgeable folks to field 
test our guide. If you are interested in 
obtaining a copy, contact myself (dc- 
thom@mail.com or Lin Kyan at linky- 
an@gmail.com).

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Western peony, Paeonia brownii, in bloom 


Fritillaria atropurpurea, and the floral 
highlights just got better as we hiked 
up through open forest and rocky 
meadows. In the forest our native 
peony, Paeonia brownii, was in bloom 
and morel mushrooms, Morchella 
deliciosa, were at their prime. A cliff 
face covered with colorful lichens was 
topped with beautiful gnarled moun- 
tain mahogany, Cercocarpus ledifolius 
var. ledifolius, at the base of the cliff 
were numerous bunches of creamy- 
yellow clustered broomrape, Orobanche 
fasciculata. As we climbed higher the 
forest gave way to rocky meadows dot- 
ted with blues of stickseed, Hackelia 
micrantha, spurred lupine, Lupinus ar- 
bustus , and larkspur, Delphinium nut- 
tallianum, reds and yellows of paint- 
brush, Castilleja applegatei v. pinetorum 
and balsamroot, Balsamorhiza sagittata, 


White headed wyethia, Wyethia helianthoides 


Bitterroot, Lewisia rediviva with rose-color flower buds and 


pink bloom!” 


all among the dusty-green sages of Artemisia arbuscula, A. 
rigida and A. tridentata. Finally at the top and spread be- 
fore us were scenic views and an open bald with the larg- 
est population of Bitterroot, Lewisia rediviva, I have ever 
seen all in swollen rose-color flower buds and pink bloom!

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Friends of the Oregon Flora Project 


Activities within the Oregon Flora Project have taken us across the state as well as across 
the country. Those who attended the NPSO annual meeting in Logan Valley learned about 
progress on the Flora of Oregon—the treatment for the grasses will soon be available online! 
The floristic treatments of several plant families are available for downloading from our 
website, and we encourage you to try the keys in the field and give us your feedback. 


In early July, Linda Hardison and Stephen Meyers attended the annual national Botany 
www.oregonflora.org conference in St. Louis. The OFP had an exhibitor’s booth, where we were able to inform 

the ~ 1,000 attendees of our project and recruit authors for sections of the flora. To date, 

we have commitments for authorship or completed treatments for 2,216 taxa, or 49% of the 
flora! We are well on our way for our targeted publication date of 2015. If you are interested in contributing a floristic 
treatment or providing scientific review of manuscripts, please contact us at ofpflora@oregonflora.org. 


Considerable effort is being directed to making herbarium specimen data available to the public via the Internet. The 
Oregon State University Herbarium is part of this effort through its participation in the Pacific Northwest Consortium 
of Herbaria. The nomenclature established by the OFP will be used for the Oregon plants within this resource. Read 
more about the PNW Consortium in the upcoming issue of the Oregon Flora Newsletter, which goes to press in August.

Kes about PHENOLOGY, 
the periodic and recurring events 
in organisms life cycles, has always 
been critical for human survival. Plant 
growth, flowering, fruit ripening, ani- 
mal migration and egg-laying times 
signaled food availability, determined 
hunting and collecting patterns, and 
later agricultural practices. Because or- 
ganisms’ life cycle events are influenced 
by climate cues, phenology data sets 
have been used increasingly to provide 
solid evidence about human-caused 
global climate change (Beaubien and 
Hamann 2011). A testament to the 
economic importance of food produc- 
tion and the value of long-term data is 
use of the grape-harvest dates, recorded 
from Burgundy France, to reconstruct 
spring-summer temperatures from 
1370 to 2003 to establish climate 
changes (Chuine et al. 2004). 
Indigenous people recognize both 
phenological progression and synchro- 
nization of biological events as indica- 
tors of resources (Lantz and Turner 
2003). For example correspondence 
between the ripening of the salmonber- 
ries (Rubus spectabilis) and the return 
of adult sockeye salmon (Oncorhynchus 
nerka) to freshwater was important 
to the Nuu-Chah-Nulth peoples of 
Vancouver Island, Canada (Bouchard 
and Kennedy 1990). But research 
has shown that climate change often 
affects organisms independently lead- 
ing to desynchronization of life-cycle 
events, altering important ecosystem

interactions, especially between plants 
and their pollinators (Bertin 2008). 
Phenological data may also indicate 
how invasive plants become success- 
ful in an ecosystem when these plants 
grow and flower earlier and confiscate 
resources from native plants (Wolkov- 
ich and Cleland 2011). All these and 
more are good reasons to consider 
being part of that very long chain 
of humans that have been recording 
phenology and jump in as a Citizen 
Scientist (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/ 
Citizen_science, http://sciencecareers. 
sciencemag.org/career_magazine/ 
previous_issues/articles/2010_06_25/ 
caredit.al000065, http://www.nytimes. 
com/cwire/2009/06/23/23climatewire- 
climate-changing-uncle-sam- 
wants-your-observ-64119.html) 
Scientists are setting up ways for 
the general public, Citizen Scientists, 
to collaborate in phenological data 
collection. These observations are so 
important and valued that a mobile 
phone-based applications and a game 
called Floracaching is being developed 
(Han 2011). As plant enthusiasts, we 
can make major contributions! You 
dont have to be a professional or even 
an amateur scientist. Internet sites in- 
struct interested individuals about ob- 
serving, monitoring and recording phe- 
nological data. ‘There are a variety of 
sites to choose from, and they are not 
restricted to plant phenology, although 
those are the ones I am listing here. 
Close to home we have the Portland

Groups using wil- 
derness areas should be no larger 
than 12. 


M. Higgs and Peter B. McEvoy from 
the Botany and Plant Pathology De- 
partment at Oregon State University 
will discuss the 1960 introduction of 
the cinnabar moth, Tyria jacobaea, to 
Oregon for control of tansy ragwort, 
Jacobaea vulgaris. This introduction led 
to colonization of a non-target host, 
Senecio triangularis, a native of western 
North America. Their 2009-2010 ob- 
servational study found no detectable 
effect of defoliation level (0-100%) 
caused by the cinnabar moth larvae 

on rates of plant growth (changes in 
number, length and thickness of stems) 
or reproduction (change in number of 
seed heads) for a population of S. trian- 
gularis in the wilderness of the Cascade 
Mountains.

lessons in the Institute for Applied Ecology’s new high school ecoregional curriculum. ‘The goal of the curriculum is to 
introduce students to the wondrous biodiversity of flora, and the connections between plants and their ecosystems. It is de- 
signed specifically for Oregon's native plants and can be adapted to different ecoregions within the state. 

The curriculum’s lessons encourage students to study what is outside their door and to gain skills to be informed and active 
citizens in local natural area issues and decision in their future. All lessons start with a “Teacher Page,” which gives background 
information and essential skills. “Student pages” assist participants in developing their literacy proficiency and becoming ac- 
tive in service-learning and community 
projects. Oregon Education Standards 
correlated to the lessons, recommended bo- 
tanical field guides for Oregon Ecoregions, 
schoolyard plant species lists and Oregon 
ethnobotanical plants and their uses, are 
found in the appendices. 

Jody Einerson, one of the writers of the 
curriculum, has worked closely with teach- 
ers and an advisory council in developing 
the curriculum. “We are now holding free 
workshops to introduce educators and 
interested parties to the lessons and have 
them actually conduct some of the inquiry- 
based segments,” stated Mrs. Einerson. “We 
appreciate funding from USDA Bureau of 
Land Management and National Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation in making this excit- 
ing curriculum possible.”

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Restoring Invasion-resistant Wet Prairies in the 


Willamette Valley

\ X [etlands and wet prairies provide 


vital ecosystem services such 
as water filtration, nutrient cycling, 
wildlife habitat and flood control. In 
1972, wetland areas became nation- 
ally protected under the Clean Water 
Act which enforces a policy of “no net 
loss”. Despite these regulations, we 
continue to see a decline in wetland 
habitat by draining for agricultural and 
real estate development and flooding 
for recreational lakes. The policy of “no 
net loss” permits the development of 
wetlands provided an area equivalent 
in size is restored elsewhere. However, 
we currently have no foolproof method 
of restoring degraded wetlands or even 
managing existing wetlands. 

Recently, the Institute of Applied 
Ecology (IAE) has partnered with the 
Lane Council of Governments and 
the City of Eugene to test techniques 
for wet prairie restoration in the Wil- 
lamette Valley. To date, less than 1% of 
the Valley's historic wet prairies remain 
intact. Restoration of this increasingly 
rare and precious ecosystem has en- 
countered challenges in maintaining 
native diversity while maintaining 
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resistance to invasion by exotic species. 
The goal of our research is to develop 
dependable methods for establishing 
and maintaining diverse native wet 
prairie plant communities. A diverse 
community of native plants is the key 
to creating a healthy, stable and inva- 
sion-resistant system which can provide 
essential wetland ecosystem services. 
Within the Willamette Valley, 
regular, low-intensity disturbance 
prevents encroachment of prairies by 
woody species. Once a restoration area 
has been seeded, it typically takes three 
years for the plants to reach maturity. 
Then, as early successional species are 
lost, the level of diversity declines. 
Overall, there seems to be a trade-off 
between maximizing cover of native 
species and maximizing native diver- 
sity. The dominant species in our study 
plots is tufted hairgrass (Deschampsia 
cespitosa), a native perennial grass, 
which effectively keeps invasive species 
out but also tends to prevent other na- 
tive species from becoming established. 
One of the goals of our project is to 
determine disturbance regimes that

maximize both native diversity and na- 
tive cover while minimizing invasion 
by exotic plant species. 

Our study area consists of fifty 
plots that were assigned one of five 
different management treatments: 
mowing, haying, burning, grazing or 
control. After being treated, each plot 
was divided into four quadrants and 
seeded with one of four levels of native 
plant diversity (no added species to a 
high diversity of native species). Addi- 
tionally, weed seed was added to each 
quadrant in a 10cm x 2m strip to de- 
termine each plot's relative resistance to 
invasive plant species. Although results 
from this project are not yet available, 
while monitoring this summer, we 
observed that both native and invasive 
plant diversity and abundance were 
highest in the plots that received the 
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burn treatment and lowest in the con- 
trol and mowed plots. Monitoring will 
continue through 2013, which will 
allow us to observe if these relation- 
ships change as the plant community 
matures. This research should provide 
valuable insight on such questions as 
how different treatment methods affect 
exotic species invasion, how the initial 
conditions of the site influence native 
perennial grass cover and species diver- 
sity and which restoration stages are 
most vulnerable to invasion. 

The information that we gain from 
this study will be combined with the 
findings of previous research to formu- 
late appropriate wetland management 
practices for the Willamette Valley. Our 
findings will be shared with land man- 
agers on both a local and national level 
to help improve the quality of wetland 
restoration efforts throughout the U.S.

Remembering Leighton Ho (1951-1987): 


Please Help — the Fund is Running Low

This article was updated from the December/January 2010 issue of the NPSO Bulletin to en- 


courage members to contribute to the Fund when renewing this year. 


Our dear friend and NPSO member, Dr. Leighton Chee Won Ho, drowned in Ha- 
waii on December 20, 1987. Leighton was an inspirational President of NPSO’s Emerald 
Chapter in Eugene in the mid-1980’s. During that time he encouraged our chapter to be- 
come involved in environmental issues including the fight to establish the Waldo Wilder- 
ness, conservation of rare species such as Aster vialis, and protection of fragile ecosystems 
— especially in the west Eugene wetlands. The accompanying photo shows Leighton and 
Gaylee Goodrich inventorying Cicendia quadrangularis near Lane County’s Greenhill Road 
in May, 1985. 

Leighton loved the Northwest and the Native Plant Society. He was born in Hawaii 
and attended the University of Oregon where he and I met when we were both Botany 
teaching assistants. The late Scott Sundberg, founder of the Oregon Flora Project, recalled 
his first taste of plant systematics at the UO in 1975 with Leighton as his lab instructor. 
Leighton was a high school biology teacher in Hawaii at the time of his accidental death. 
Tragically, he swam into an underwater sea cave where he lost his life at the age of 36. 
Contributions from his friends and bereaved parents helped establish the NPSO Leighton 
Ho Memorial Fund which allows NPSO to award a Field Botany Grant each year for sum- 
mer research. ‘Thus far 23 deserving students have been recipients of this award. 

Kimberley Higgs, Department of Botany and Plant Pathology, Oregon State Universi- 
ty was the 2011 recipient of the Leighton Ho Memorial Field Botany Award. Her proposal was to study the rapid evolution of 
an introduced insect and the risk it poses to native mountain flora, using the cinnabar moth (Tyria jacobeae) as a model organ- 
ism. The $750 award will assist research to address the causes and consequences of rapid evolution for science, management, 
and public policy. It is possible that cinnabar moth distribution and abundance depend on evolutionary changes in popula- 
tions as well as ecological differences between environments. If so, then safe and effective introduction of organisms into new 
environments for biological control of invasive species requires assessment of their evolutionary potential. 

In the past, the Leighton Ho Fund contained over $2,000 and earned approximately $100 in annual interest. In recent 
years contributions have declined, and I am sorry to report that the grant fund has dwindled significantly. Unless The Ho Fund 
receives a new influx of contributions, we will be unable to award our usual $750 stipend for field research in 2012. 

I am writing a check to the Leighton Ho Fund today and hope that many Bulletin readers will follow my example. I feel 
certain that Leighton’s friends as well as former recipients of the Ho Award will wish to contribute, and I hope other NPSOers 
will do so as well. I know Leighton’s family in Hawaii will be cheered to learn that the fund is alive and well and that Leighton 
has not been forgotten by the Plant Society he loved. Contribute using your membership renewal form, or send your check in 
any amount to NPSO Treasurer Cyndi Dion at the address on page 9 in this;Bulletin.

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Quest for Enemion, continued from page 1 


Last year (see Rock-hopping at 
Table Rock Wilderness), it was bloom- 
ing beautifully on July 22. We were a 
week later on an even later-blooming 
year, and I'd seen it blooming well 
earlier in July on a drier year, so I had 
high hopes. I started to get a little ner- 
vous as we walked along the old road 
that now serves as the beginning of the 
trail. The Penstemon serrulatus that was 
blooming so profusely last year was just 
beginning. Are we still several weeks 
later than last year, already a late year? 
One bonus was that we found the last 
blooms of another, even rarer plant, 
Clackamas iris (/ris tenuis), which was 
completely finished on last year’s trip. 
This Oregon endemic is found almost 
entirely in Clackamas County. It re- 
minded me a lot of some /ris japonica | 
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Clackamas iris (Iris tenuis) 


have in my garden, with its wide leaves 
and spreading habit. It turns out it is 


the only western American species in 
the crested iris group (section Lophiris), 
which includes most of the prettiest 
irises in my garden including /. gracili- 
pes, L. lacustris, I. cristata, as well as J. 
japonica. The rest are Asian or eastern 
North American, so Clackamas iris is a 
real anomaly. 

It was a much longer drive for us, 
so we met Daniel on the trail at the 
talus slope looking for the Enemion 
where I'd told him Id seen it, under the 
devil’s club on the talus slope. There 
was quite a bit, but, unfortunately, it 
was all just in bud. It’s a tricky plant to 
locate in this area. Not only is it hiding 
under the shrubs—and thorny ones at 
that—but its leaves look like a cross 
between columbine and bleeding heart, 
and both grow in the same area. We 
searched in vain for some white flowers 
that looked fuzzy from having so many

stamens. The false bugbane (Trautvet- 
teria caroliniensis) were just opening. 
‘There were some baneberries in bloom. 
Quite a few false Solomon's seal (Mai- 
anthemum racemosum) were hiding 
under the shrubs. Was there anything 
that wasn’t white and fuzzy?! 

I left Ed and Daniel to continue 
their search. Jim headed up to the sum- 
mit for the fabulous view. My goal for 
the day was spend more time looking 
at the cliffs. The cool, north-facing 
rock is home to numerous wonderful 
species. There were five species of saxi- 
frages, all at different stages of bloom. 
Micranthes (Saxifraga) rufidula was 
all done, Saxifraga cespitosa finishing, 
Saxifraga bronchialis starting, and Mi- 
cranthes (Saxifraga) ferruginea and Saxi- 
fraga mertensiana were blooming. I was 
surprised to see the latter with the red 
bulbils always mentioned in the flora. 
While this is the norm over most of its 
range (I’ve heard), in the Western Cas- 
cades, it rarely ever has bulbils. There 
were a few lovely bronze bells (now 
Anticlea occidentalis) in bloom, some 
lingering Phlox diffusa, and some Ar- 
nica amplexicaulis and Packera (Senecio) 
bolanderi opening their yellow compos- 
ite flowers as well. 

‘The base of the cliffs is also where 


the majority of gentians grow. These 
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are stunning later in the season, but 
this year, that looks to be much later 
in August or into September. I’ve long 
wondered about the difference in habi- 
tat between these rock-loving Western 
Cascade plants and the typical bog- 
growing Gentiana calycosa described in 
the books. It looks like I may finally 
have the chance to make some progress 
on this question. Dr. Jim Pringle, a 
plant taxonomist at the Royal Botani- 
cal Gardens of Burlington, Ontario, is 
working on Gentianaceae treatment for 
the Flora of North America. He’s actu- 
ally interested in my speculation that it 
may be something different, or perhaps 
it is in the process of separating itself 
from other Gentiana calycosa. He's 
recently teamed up with Dr. Adrien 
Favre in Europe who is working on ge- 
netic studies of gentians. This is a won- 
derful case of different interests all con- 
verging in a mutually beneficial study. 
I’m going to collect and dry some 
leaves of different gentian populations 
in Oregon, including those High Cas- 
cade bog types, and send them off to 
Adrien for DNA extraction. Hopefully, 
we ll find out something of interest, 
even if it doesn’t turn out to be as excit- 
ing as the discovery that ours are a dif- 
ferent species. Whatever, I’m learning a 
lot, and that always makes me happy. 
We eventually all got back to- 
gether and headed down the trail. Ed 
and Daniel hadn’t had any luck in 
finding any Enemion in bloom, so we 


stopped at some damp spots in the 
woods where there were more leaves. 
‘These were even farther behind, with 
only one or two early budded plants. 
While Daniel photographed the lovely 
Tris tenuis he'd missed on the way out, 
I listened to the adorable vocalizations 
of pikas on the nearby talus below the 
old road, and finally one appeared! We 
returned to the cars after our pleas- 
ant day, but there was no question it 
was rather disappointing not to have 
found what Daniel was looking for, 
especially knowing what a big deal it 
would be for him to come all the way 
back to Oregon from British Colum- 
bia later in the summer. But while we 
were packing our things back in the 
cars, Ed was still holding out hope 
and poking around nearby. Suddenly, 
what I'd hoped to hear all day—he'd 
found some! Just a couple of hundred 
feet down from the parking area, up 
on a damp spot on the road bank, hed 
miraculously spotted three Enemion 
plants in perfect bloom!! I don't know 
how he managed to see them up there. 
Although it was getting late, we all 
went up the bank with our cameras 
and got our photos. It couldn't have 
been a more Hollywood ending. I wish 
every quest ended this well!
